The law that repeals the lien
law is .a simple little instrument
. with butj‘w words. In- number
. of words and variety of super-
. fluous phrases it contrasts strange-

- ers’’ in both branches of the gen-
eral assembly and which is of so
:~ little practical value to the masses.
Following is a text of the law:
+ . Be it enacted by the General
Assembly of the State of South
. Carplina that Section 3,059, Vol-
ume 1, Code ot Laws of South
" Carolina, 1902, relating to liens
- for advances be, and the same is,
. hereby repealed.
... Section 2. . That all Acts or
parts of Acts inconsistent with
‘this Act’ bé, ‘and the same are,
Rereby rfepealed. Section 3. This
Act shalltake effect on the first
day of-January, A. D. 1910. Pro-
vided that all liens taken before
this Act takes effect shall be valid,
and may be enforced as now pro-
vided by law. Approved March
; 4, 1909.
Loy The law does not abolish the
i credit system entirely. A mort-
fage can be given over a growing
crop which will answer the same
purposes as the lien, but it will
-not be valid if it ante-dates the
month in which the crop begins to
‘grow. And right here the courts

crop will be construed as ‘‘grow-
ing’' from the time seed are planted

~ but the attitude assumed by our

measnre has become a our refusal to extend them credit
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that makes duelling a crime is for
the protection of society and the
man who redicules the law sim-
ply because heis opposed toit is
an undesirable citizen. The pro-
hibition measure is for the pro-
tection of the weak and for that
very reason the stronger man, re-
gardless of personal sentiments as
to the method of controlling the
sale of alcoholic beverages, should
give the law his undivided support.
Left to themselves the prohibition-
ists cannot make the law effective
because they do not represent the
entire citizenship of the common-
wealth, but we hazard the pre-
diction that if every law-abiding
citizen of the State gives it the
support it deserves and the mun-
icipal authorities, particularly, up-
on whom the greater responsi-
bility rests exercise due diligence
in its enforcement it will come
nearer solving the whiskey prob-
lem than any method so far de-

vised. Therefore the enforce-
ment of the lJaw is not up to the

prohibitionists any more than it
is up to the anti-prohibitionists.
There is no sentimental side to
the whiskey problem; the illegal
sale of whiskey is a bare-faced,
practical proposition that must be
met and overcome just the same
as a certain form of lawlessness
in the west was met and over-
come in the 40's—by the strong
arm of the law. Where public
sentiment condones murder or
any other crime there is a deplor-
able lack of enlightenment and
intelligence. And the same thing
may be applied to a community
where public sentiment sympa-
thizes with the illegal sale of
whiskey.

By way of comparison it may
be worth while to note that at the
recent term of the court of gener-
al sessions in Bamberg cuunty,
four persons were tried for mur-
der. Bamberg is one of the smal-
lest counties in the state, but it
'supports three dispensaries.
Cherokee is a prohibition county
with twice the number of inhabi-
tants that Bamberg claims, but it
was the Gaffney Ledger, we be-
lieve, that was boasting some time
ago over the fact that the court of
general sessions was adjourned af-
ter a brief session because it had
no work to do. If our anti-prohi-
bition friends will take the trou-
ble to look around they will find
that a trail of crime invariably fol-
lows in the wake of whiskey.
